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Wells pleads guilty 
to rape, sexual abuse 


Michael Alan Wells, 44, of South 
Alexander Creek Road, entered an Al¬ 
ford plea of guilty as a jury trial was 
ready to begin in Edmonson Circuit 
Court last week. He was facing multi¬ 
ple counts of rape and sexual abuse. 

Wells appeared in court with his at¬ 
torney, Gary Logsdon, and by agree¬ 
ment with Commonwealth Attorney 
Tim Coleman, the defendant withdrew 
his plea of not guilty and entered an Al¬ 
ford plea of guilty. 

He pleaded guilty to 10 counts of sec¬ 
ond-degree rape and five counts of 
first-degree sexual abuse. 

Wells had originally been charged 


with 10 counts of first degree rape, 20 
counts of first degree sexual abuse, 30 
counts of first degree unlawful transac¬ 
tion with a minor, six counts of first 
degree sodomy and three counts of sec¬ 
ond-degree unlawful transaction with a 
minor. 

Kentucky State Police arrested Wells 
in December 2010 following an inves¬ 
tigation. 

Sentencing is scheduled for April 16 
by Edmonson Circuit Court Judge 
Ronnie Dortch. 

Wells is allowed to remain free on his 
current bond until sentencing.

Mammoth Cave pumps $62 million/year into local economy 


Mammoth Cave Na¬ 
tional Park generates $62 
million for the south cen¬ 
tral Kentucky area each 
year, according to a re¬ 
cent economic impact 
study by the National 
Park Service. 

Beginning at the na¬ 
tional level, the study re¬ 
veals how the national 
park system as a whole, 
has a trickle-down effect 
that pays out big divi¬ 
dends to the communi¬ 
ties adjacent to each 
park. 


“The Money Genera¬ 
tion Model, developed 
by Michigan State Uni¬ 
versity, is a tool each 
NPS area can use to cal¬ 
culate its economic im¬ 
pact on surrounding 
communities,” said Su¬ 
perintendent Patrick 
Reed. “Mammoth Cave 
has a sizeable effect on 
the quality of life in the 
caveland region.” 

The Money Generation 
Model is based on a 
park’s annual visitation; 
approximately 500,000 


people visit Mammoth 
Cave National Park each 
year. 

The program calculates 
a park’s economic im¬ 
pact in this manner: 

*500,000 visitors 
spend $32 million in the 
park and surrounding 
communities each year. 

*Visitor spending sup¬ 
ports 525 jobs. 

*These park-supported 
jobs generate $11 million 
in take-home pay for em¬ 
ployees. 

*Take home pay spent 


in area communities 
multiplies to an added 
value of $19 million. 

*This spending has a 
ripple effect ($32 million 
+ $11 million + $19 mil¬ 
lion) totaling $62 million 
generated in south cen¬ 
tral Kentucky. 

“Mammoth Cave Na¬ 
tional Park is an anchor 
attraction for many 
nearby tourism related 
businesses,” said Reed. 
“You can also look at 
this as a return on invest¬ 
ment of federal tax dol¬ 


lars - the park’s $8 mil¬ 
lion budget generates ap¬ 
proximately $8 in 
economic impacts for 
every federal tax dollar 
invested.” 

Tourism is the third 
largest industry and sec¬ 
ond largest employer for 
the state of Kentucky. In 
2010 tourism contributed 
more than $11.3 billion 
to Kentucky’s economy. 
Tourism has generated 
more than $1.1 billion in 
state tax revenue annu¬ 
ally, supporting 169,258 


jobs. In 2010 cave re¬ 
gion tourism alone con¬ 
tributed $514 million to 
the region’s economy, 
supporting 8,916 jobs for 
the area. 

“With numbers such as 
these, tourism proves it¬ 
self as an intricate part of 
state industry and em¬ 
ployment,” said Reed. 
“The Money Generation 
Model shows that Mam¬ 
moth Cave has a positive 
impact on Kentucky’s 
tourism industry.”

A large-scale trial finds 
that apixaban (tradename 
Eliquis), a new anticoagu¬ 
lant drug, is superior to the 
standard drug warfarin for 
preventing stroke and sys¬ 
temic embolism in 
patients with atrial fibril¬ 
lation. Moreover, apixa¬ 
ban causes substantially 
less bleeding and also 
results in lower mortality.

The first study to investi¬ 
gate the effect of the 
breast cancer drug 
trastuzumab (Herceptin) 
on heart and vascular 
function in elderly 
patients, published in the 
Annals of Oncology , has 
found that it increases the 
risk of heart problems, 
particularly in women 
with a history of heart dis¬ 
ease, diabetes or both. 

As an alternative to a con¬ 
ventional treatment for

Horse owners/operators needed 
for Kentucky Equine Survey 


A looming deadline is 
near for all horsemen in 
Kentucky: Feb. 17. This 
is the last day when Ken¬ 
tucky horse owners can 
provide their name and 
contact information for 
sample surveys that will 
estimate the number of 
horses in Kentucky by 
county, breed, and use. 
The Kentucky Equine 
Survey happens this year, 
and the survey team 
hopes to receive at least 
17,000 names and ad¬ 
dresses for the survey. 

Kentucky proclaims it¬ 
self “Horse Capital of the 
World,” yet it has been 35 
years since there was an 
accurate count of the total 
number of equine in the 
state. All horse, pony, 
mule, and/or donkey 
owners and operators in 
the state are urged to par¬ 
ticipate in this upcoming 
survey. 

This important informa¬ 
tion will become avail¬ 
able as the University of 
Kentucky, University of 
Louisville, Kentucky 
Horse Council, and Na¬ 
tional Agricultural Statis¬ 


tics Service (NASS) con¬ 
duct a statewide equine 
study beginning in the 
summer of 2012. Results 
include a county-level es¬ 
timate of the number of 
all breeds of horses, 
ponies, donkeys, and 
mules, and their uses, as 
well as the economic im¬ 
pact of equine-related ac¬ 
tivity across Kentucky. 

In order to ensure that 
each breed and discipline 
is accurately represented, 
NASS needs a complete 
list of horse owners and 
horse operation owners 
across the state. Horse¬ 
men are being asked to 
help build this list by 
sending their contact in¬ 
formation directly to 
NASS. NASS protects 
this data, and no other 
agency, public or private, 
can access any individ¬ 
ual’s information. This 
means the submitted in¬ 
formation will not be 
used anywhere else or 
shared with any other or¬ 
ganization, including 
those leading the survey. 
The NASS confidential¬ 
ity pledge can be found at 


www.nass.usda.gov. 

Horse and facility own¬ 
ers, please send your 
name, address, and phone 
number to nass- 
ky@nass.usda.gov and 
put “Kentucky Equine 
Survey” in the subject 
line. Or you can go to 
www. kentucky horse. org / 
KES-names/ and com¬ 
plete the form, which will 
be sent directly to NASS. 

Again the deadline for 
this information is Feb. 
17. 

With everyone’s help 
and participation, we will 
know by early 2013 how 
many horses there are in 
Kentucky, by type, use, 
and county, and what the 
overall economic impact 
is to the Commonwealth. 
This information will be 
used to strengthen the in¬ 
dustry and provide a 
benchmark for Ken¬ 
tucky’s agricultural econ¬ 
omy and its signature 
equine industry.

Confirmation of the dis¬ 
ease was recently made 
by personnel at the 
Southeastern Cooperative 
Wildlife Disease Study in 
Athens, Georgia. 

Biologists are still as¬ 
sessing caves within the 
area to determine the ex¬ 
tent of the infection. 
"Caves are very abundant 
in this particular area of 
the state and we are 
working diligently to 
canvas all known sites," 
said Sunni Carr, Wildlife 
Diversity Coordinator for 
the department. 

With winter surveys 
just getting underway, it 
is unknown if there are 
more infected sites yet 
undetected in the state. 
Employees of Kentucky 
Fish and Wildlife and the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife 
Service have been work¬ 
ing collaboratively on 
local surveillance and 
monitoring of the disease 
since it was first detected 
in New York state in 
2006. 


"By having a state 
white-nosed syndrome 
response plan in place, it 
has allowed us to quickly 
coordinate surveillance 
of known hibernacula," 
said Brooke Hines, state 
bat ecologist for Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife. 
"Local grottos (caving 
clubs) have been a 
tremendous help with this 
endeavor." 

"We have assisted Ken¬ 
tucky Fish and Wildlife 
for many years with cave 
surveys," noted Glenn 
Driskell, a caver with the 
Fort Knox Grotto. 

Last winter, department 
biologists surveyed ap¬ 
proximately 100 caves 
throughout the state as 
part of its intense moni¬ 
toring protocol. At the 
end of the survey season, 
white-nosed syndrome 
was confirmed in a cave 
located in Trigg County, 
in southwestern Ken¬ 
tucky. This was the first 
documentation of the dis¬ 
ease in the state. 

Although it has not 


been shown that humans 
can contract the fungus, 
officials are still working 
to educate anyone who 
may enter a cave on the 
proper decontamination 
protocol. Decontamina¬ 
tion helps to prevent 
human movement of the 
disease throughout the 
landscape. Ways that 
people can help stop the 
spread of the disease can 
be found online at the 
website of the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service at 
www.fws.gov/whitenoses 
yndrome/cavers.html. 

White-nose syndrome 
is estimated to have killed 
between 5.7 million to 
6.7 million cave-dwelling 
bats in eastern North 
America. Mortality rates 
of bats have reached al¬ 
most 100 percent in caves 
infected for several years. 
Infections have been con¬ 
firmed in 16 states, 
mostly in the eastern 
U.S., and four Canadian 
provinces.

Kentucky students who 
choose to attend an in¬ 
state college or technical 
school may qualify for 
financial aid programs 
administered by the Ken¬ 
tucky Higher Education 
Assistance Authority 
(KHEAA). 

Kentucky’s need-based 
programs include the 
College Access Program 
(CAP) Grant and Ken¬ 
tucky Tuition Grant 
(KTG). CAP grants may 
be used at all of Ken¬ 
tucky’s public and pri¬ 
vate colleges. KTG 
awards may be used at 
Kentucky’s private col¬ 
leges. Students may 
apply for the CAP and 
KTG programs by com¬ 
pleting the Free Applica¬ 
tion for Federal Student 
Aid (FAFSA) online at 
www.fafsa.gov. 

Perhaps the best known 
program is the merit- 
based Kentucky Educa¬ 
tional Excellence 

Scholarship (KEES). 
Students attending certi¬ 


fied Kentucky high 
schools earn college 
scholarships based on 
their yearly grade point 
average and their best 
ACT score. High school 
students who qualify for 
the free or reduced-price 
lunch programs may also 
earn additional KEES 
money by scoring well 
on Advanced Placement 
or International Bac¬ 
calaureate exams. Home 
school and GED gradu¬ 
ates may earn KEES 
awards based on their 
ACT scores. 

Students do not need to 
apply for a KEES award. 
If they attend a partici¬ 
pating Kentucky college, 
KHEAA will automati¬ 
cally send the scholar¬ 
ship money to the 
college after the school 
reports that the student is 
attending classes. 

KEES, CAP and KTG 
are funded by Kentucky 
Lottery revenues. 

KHEAA also adminis¬ 
ters the Osteopathic 


Medicine Scholarship, 
the Coal County Scholar¬ 
ship for Pharmacy Stu¬ 
dents and the Early 
Childhood Development 
Scholarship.

Senator David 


Givens’s 
Frankfort Report 


The Senate passed sev¬ 
eral bills this week. Of 
these bills, three educa¬ 
tion bills and two agricul¬ 
ture bills are of particular 
importance. 

Many students feel 
bored with the pace of 
high school during their 
senior year. Senate Bill 
86, which passed with bi¬ 
partisan support, helps 
focus our students on the 
higher challenges re¬ 
quired of them. It pro¬ 
vides an early graduation 
option to high school stu¬ 
dents who meet course 
requirements, grade point 
average, and college 
readiness standards. A 
student who completes an 
early graduation program 
will receive a scholarship 
to pay toward college tu¬ 
ition at any 2 year or 4 
year SACS accredited 
postsecondary institution 
in Kentucky. The bill has 
passed several years from 
the Senate; I am hopeful 
that the House will give it 
consideration this time. 

Additionally, our chil¬ 
dren who are intellectu¬ 
ally and/or 

developmentally chal¬ 
lenged also work hard in 
their way to reach certain 
academic standards. Sen¬ 
ate Bill 43 recognizes the 
course work of these stu¬ 
dents by providing an al¬ 
ternative diploma. These 
special children who con¬ 
tinue their studies at the 
high school level are ded¬ 
icated young people who 
should take pride in their 
achievements. 

As many of us with 
children have experi¬ 


enced, schools are closed 
during elections because 
some schools are also 
used as places where peo¬ 
ple can vote. But what 
happens if there is no 
polling place there? Sen¬ 
ate Bill 21 permits school 
districts where no schools 
are used as a polling 
place to adjust their cal¬ 
endar to keep schools 
open during a regular, 
special, or primary elec¬ 
tion. It would also allow 
a district to schedule elec¬ 
tion days as instructional 
or make-up days. This is 
a more efficient use of 
space and allows for 
greater continuity in our 
children’s education. 

As Chairman of the 
Agriculture Committee, I 
was pleased to sponsor 
and pass two bills that ad¬ 
dress the fallout from the 
Eastern Livestock bank¬ 
ruptcy. Senate Bill 92 en¬ 
sures that cattle dealers 
and buying stations are li¬ 
censed and bonded. 
Clearing defining these 
valuable market members 
maintains the integrity of 
the system by permitting 
oversight by the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of 
Agriculture. Senate Bill 
94 creates a new live¬ 
stock lien that sellers can 
file with the Secretary of 
State’s office when the 
seller does not receive 
payment for the livestock 
within three days of de¬ 
livery. If the buyer resells 
identifiable livestock the 
lien then transfers to any 
cash proceeds. This pre¬ 
vents any disruption fur¬ 
ther down the market 


channel while protecting 
the initial seller. 

Finally, the Right to 
Life Rally was on 
Wednesday. As usual, the 
Capitol Rotunda was 
packed with people. Ire- 
main strongly committed 
to the pro-life platform I 
have championed since 
the beginning. This year, 
as in years past, the Sen¬ 
ate will vote on a bill to 
direct a doctor to have a 
face-to-face meeting with 
the woman who is con¬ 
sidering an abortion. 
Right now, these “meet¬ 
ings” are sometimes done 
through a recorded phone 
message which is disre¬ 
spectful to the woman. As 
with any medical proce¬ 
dure, a patient deserves to 
have the opportunity to 
get information directly 
from a medical profes¬ 
sional and have the op¬ 
portunity to ask 
questions. I will write 
more about this bill and 
other pro-life bills that 
will be introduced at a 
later date.

sons while working with 
livestock, and everyone 
loves to see children and 
animals working to¬ 
gether. However, it’s im¬ 
portant to remember 
livestock can be danger¬ 
ous. Injuries from live¬ 
stock-related accidents 
are a major source of in¬ 
juries to children in agri¬ 
cultural settings. 

According to the Na¬ 
tional Safety Council 17 
percent of all farm in¬ 
juries involve animals. It 
is important to think 
about how those injuries 
could be prevented and 
make changes on your 
farm to prevent addi¬ 
tional accidents, particu¬ 
larly if there are children 
around. 

Animals and humans 
sense their surroundings 
very differently, so it is 
important to recognize 
those differences and use 
that information to help 
handle animals with 
greater safety. Animals 
do not see color the way 
humans do. They also do 
not have good depth per¬ 
ception. They have a fear 
of stepping over grid pat¬ 
terns. These are the rea¬ 
sons cattle guards are 
good ways to keep cattle 
in and allow vehicles to 
cross. Livestock have ex¬ 
tremely sensitive hear¬ 
ing, which is why loud 
noises frighten animals 
and high frequency 
sounds hurt their ears. Fi-

protective of their young 
and could become dan¬ 
gerous if they perceive 
harm to their young. 
These issues help explain 
why animals can balk or 
become skittish in unfa¬ 
miliar surroundings. 

It is important to teach 
children safety measures 
for interacting with live¬ 
stock, whether they will 
be working with them on 
a daily basis or visiting 
for the first time. Here 
are a few important tips: 

•Avoid loud noises and 
sudden movements 
•Wear closed toed 
shoes, preferably steel 
toed boots 

•Stay away from the 
rear legs 

•Approach large ani¬ 
mals at the shoulder 
•Stay away from ani¬ 
mals with newborns 
•Stay away from bulls, 
boars, or rams 
•Have an escape route 
when working with ani¬ 
mals in close quarters 
Following these safety 
measures can reduce the 
risk of injury while 
working with livestock. 
Remember, be alert and 
always respect animals. 
They may look friendly, 
but they can be danger¬ 
ous and unpredictable in 
certain situations. For

Middle School Wins Regional 
Academic Championship 


The Edmonson County 
Middle School academic 
team won the Region 5 
Governor's Cup champi¬ 
onship on February 4 at 
Drakes Creek Middle 
School in Bowling 
Green. Region 5 is made 
up of 18 teams from 
Allen, Barren, Edmon¬ 
son, Logan, Simpson, 
and Warren Counties. 
The Edmonson County 
team finished the tourna¬ 
ment in first place by 
gaining a total of 31.5 
points in the areas of 
quick recall, future prob¬ 
lem solving, and place¬ 
ments in the written 
assessment areas of arts 
and humanities, lan¬ 
guage arts, mathematics, 
and social studies. South 
Warren Middle School 
placed second with a 
total 22 points overall. 

Four students from 
ECMS will be advancing 
to the KAAC State Fi¬ 
nals in written assess¬ 
ment testing. Michelle 
Hawks placed first in 
both arts and humanities 
and language arts written 
assessment. Jessica 
Klusty placed first in so¬ 
cial studies testing and 
second in mathematics 
testing. Makenzie 
Daniels finished third in 
language arts written as¬ 
sessment. Jacob Simp¬ 
son placed fifth in 
language arts. 

ECMS earned points 


by placing fourth in the 
future problem solving 
competition. The team's 
fourth place finish was 
the highest for a team 
from ECMS since 2005. 
The FPS team prepared 
for the competition by 
researching the regional 
topic of human rights. 

The Edmonson County 
team won the quick re¬ 
call portion of the re¬ 
gional tournament by 
posting four straight vic¬ 
tories. In round one 
ECMS put together an 
impressive victory over 
Glasgow Middle School. 
ECMS raced out to a 27 
to 4 lead at half-time and 
ended the game with a 
winning score of 42 to 
12. South Warren fell to 
ECMS in the second 
round of quick recall 
play. ECMS held a 26 to 
10 lead at half-time and 
continued great play in 
the second half to end the 
game with a score of 49 
to 20. In its next round, 
ECMS faced Barren 
County. Again ECMS 
started the game strong 
and held a 28 to 6 lead at 
the end of the first half. 
The two teams played 
evenly in the second 
half, but ECMS ended 
the game with a 42 to 20 
victory. After sitting out 
a round, ECMS faced 
Barren County again in 
the regional champi¬ 
onship game.

County made a six point 
run to cut the ECMS lead 
to five points, but the ex¬ 
perience of the ECMS 
team shined.

The Family Of Sally Sanders 
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Millions of people regularly take one or more vita¬ 
min supplements daily. Many perceive vitamins as 
the way to combat nutritional deficiency from a poor 
or inadequate diet. With so many in the population 
leading busy lives, processed, convenience foods 
have become the go-to items at the grocery store. Be¬ 
cause these foods may not be nutritionally sound, the 
belief remains that supplements can fix the problem. 

Research by the Centers for Disease Control and 
Prevention's National Center for Healthy Statistics 
found that more than half of all Americans take a vi¬ 
tamin supplement daily. According to a survey by 
Ipsos Reid for Health Canada, 71 percent of Canadi¬ 
ans use natural health products, with vitamins, at 57 
percent, topping the list of supplements used. 

There even are nutritional testing companies that 
will draw blood and determine vitamin deficiencies, 
like NutriChem in Ottowa. The right vitamin mix is 
then created and personalized. 

While vitamins can have their benefits, many health 
professionals say that the best way to get necessary 
vitamins is through the foods you eat. Furthermore, 
inexperienced people are simply taking their own 
cocktail of vitamins, and may be taking too much. 

There is the perception that taking a certain amount 
can be beneficial, so that must mean that taking more 
of the vitamin will have double or triple the benefits. 
What many people do not realize is that vitamins — 
although they are naturally forming in food — can 
carry side effects like any other medication. Taking 
too much of a certain supplement can lead to toxicity 
or different side effects. Even in moderate doses, 
there can be some side effects to vitamins as well. 

Vitamin A: There is particular concern over vitamin 
A. Taking high doses of antioxidant supplements such 
as vitamin A might do more harm than good. Some 
research shows that taking high doses of vitamin A 
supplements might increase the chance of death from 
all causes and possibly other serious side effects. It 
can also make liver disease worse and increase the 
risk of osteoporosis and hip fracture. 

B complex vitamins: B complexes or groups of var¬ 
ious B vitamins put together in the capsule are some 
of the more popular vitamins bought. Vitamin B de¬ 
ficiencies can lead to lack of energy and feelings of 
stress and anxiety and may contribute to difficulty 
with sleep. There is no magic number in terms of mil¬ 
ligrams of B vitamins; however, taking too much can 
result in constipation, stomach upset, swelling, and 
even acne associated with B-12. Many people do not 
realize that some B vitamins can cause drowsiness, 
so it's important not to drive until you determine the 
effects of the vitamins. 

Vitamin C:People rely heavily on vitamin C to boost 
the immune system and promote good health. It is re¬ 
ported that vitamin C is largely water-soluble, so tox¬ 
icity is rare. But side effects can include diarrhea, 
nausea and possible dental decalcification. 

Vitamin D: Vitamin D has been touted as the won¬ 
der supplement in the past year. Taking vitamin D3, 
"the sunshine vitamin" can help regulate mood, im¬ 
prove sleep, regulate the circadian rhythm, among 
other things. Too much may cause nausea and vomit¬ 
ing, bone weakness, hypercalcemia — an excessive 
amount of calcium in the bloodstream, kidney stones 
and organ calcification. 

Calcium: Calcium and vitamin D work together in 
the formation of strong bones. Again, too much of this 
supplement can lead to excessive amounts of calcium 
in the blood. Other side effects may include consti¬ 
pation and stomach upset, including excessive gas. 
Mental and mood changes, headaches, increased 
thirst, and other side effects are serious. 

Vitamin E: Toxicity from this vitamin may include 
gastric distress, fatigue, easy bruising and bleeding, 
muscle weakness, and diarrhea. 

In addition to vitamins, other nutritional supple¬ 
ments have the potential to interact with medications 
being taken. St. John's Wort, for example, can affect 
cholesterol levels and the effectiveness of cholesterol¬ 
lowering drugs. It also may have contraindications 
with other medicines. 

Although vitamins and supplements are sold over 
the counter, that doesn't make them any safer than 
regulated medications. Individuals should always 
consult with a doctor before beginning supplements 
to find out the proper dosage and what vitamins may 
be beneficial or harmful.

Crumb rubber mulch 
used at county parks 


In April, 2011 Edmonson County Fis¬ 
cal Court received a grant for crumb 
rubber mulch for Bee Spring Park play¬ 
ground. Crumb Rubber Grants serve 
two purposes. One is to recycle waste 
tires and the other is to reduce injuries 
on playgrounds and football fields. 
Along with safety, crumb rubber mulch 
adds beauty and a soft, spongy feel to 
the playground area. 

Kentuckians generate about four mil¬ 
lion scrap tires each year and reuse 
about three million per year mostly as 
tire derived fuel and landfill liner pro¬ 
tection. Crumb Rubber Grants are part 
of the state’s effort to use additional 
waste tires. 

In 1998, the General Assembly cre¬ 
ated the $1.00 per tire fee and reautho¬ 
rized it in 2006 to combat the number 
of waste tires in the state. The Envi¬ 
ronmental and Public Protection Cabi¬ 
net, which oversees this program, has 
used the funds generated from this fee 
to clean up millions of waste tires aban¬ 


doned in piles or delivered by citizens 
to amnesty programs. 

The total cost and installation of the 
crumb rubber mulch for Bee Spring 
Park was $52,750. The Environmental 
and Public Protection Cabinet paid 
75% of the cost ($42,200) and Edmon¬ 
son County Fiscal Court paid 25% 
($10,550). The initial cost of crumb 
rubber mulch is considerably more than 
wood mulch in the beginning, but will 
pay for itself in a few years because it 
does not wear out and need replacing 
like wood mulch. 

Parks Director A.B. Webb is well 
pleased with the mulch because “It re¬ 
duces injuries, requires less mainte¬ 
nance and retains its beauty through the 
years.” 

County Judge Executive N. E. Reed 
said, “Please remember, when you see 
the brightly colored mulch on the Bee 
Spring playground, this is recycling at 
its best.”
